life. 

And I juat want you to 
know that my only prayer aa 
I itand here ti that in Qm 
months ahead I may be tal 
some way Worthy of the af- 
fection and the truat which 
>-ou have presented to me on 
this , occasion in everything 
that 1 say, everything that 
J do, everything that 1 think 
tn this campaign and after- 
wards. 

Proud of Party 

May I say also that I have 
been wanting to ootlie to thU 
ronveqtion, but because o< 
the protocol . that makea It 
necessary for a candidate not 
to attend the conventlpn until 
the nomlnatioiu arc over, I're 
had to look on it on tdeviatoa. 
But I want aU of you to know 
that I have never been ao 
proud of my party aa I have 
been in these last three dnrk 
and aa I have compared 
cdiiventlon, the conduct of our 
delegates and our apeakcrt 
with whaf went on in ray 
native state of California Juat 
two weeks ago. 

And I congratulate Chair- 
man Halleck and Chairmaa 
Merton and all of ttoae who 
have helpM to make tl^ eon- 
ventlon tme that will ataad la 
the annals of our party fo^ 
ever as one of the flam we 
have ever held.
